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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The Applicant states that Win system mal<es a go/no-go decision for access to the resource by the user. The 
Applicant states that the claimed invention makes a go/no-go decision for access. The Applicant is arguing limitations which are not 
claimed. Therefore, this point is moot. Secondly, the Applicant states that Win discloses one actor, an administrator, making associations 
between users and resources. The Applicant states that the claimed invention, requires the approval of the resource owner. Two actors, 
the workgroup manager and the resource owner to negotiate the assocation. This limitations of the manger requires further search and 
consideration, because the Applicant has further limited the claims to include a manager. Further, the limitations of "a 
manager... including at least one object construction, the object construction representing a job function or functions; the manager 
requesting of the resource owner approval for access by the job profile to the at least one resource; responsive to the resource owner 
granting approval". These added limitations raise new issures that would require further consideration and search..
